Their jmesthig’ « — at Khalil’s 
hotel — came as 8 surprise, 
since they were not scheduled to 
confer until the arrival in 
Brussels later during the night of 
U.S. Secretary of State Cyrus 
Vance. 

Vance, who was originally due to 
meet with both men together yester- 
day, was delayed by the SALT talks 
in Geneva. His revised schedule call- 
ed for separate meetings late last 
night with Dayan and Khalil, before 
seeing them together today. fi 

Dayan has been in Brussels since 
Wednesday night, fortalks with the 
EEC Ministerlal Council about 
Israel's relations with the Common 
Market isee adjoining column). 
Diplomatic sources in Brussels said 
yesterday that Dayan is pushing a 
tough new stand on Jewish 
settlements in the administered 
territories. 

The sources said Dayan told his 
West German, Dutch and Belgian 
counterparts that Israel intends to 
build more settlements in Judea and 
Samaria. and to expand some 
already in existence. 

Isracl Radio reported last night 
that Dayan told the European Coun- 
cil ministers he envisaged that up te 
150,000 Arab would even- 
tually return to the West Bank after 
autonomy. (Israel undertook in the 
Camp David agreement to allow the 
return of an unspecified number of 
post-1867 war refugees.) Dayan 
reportedly sald that in return for 
this, Israel would set up an ad- 
ditional 28 settlements in Judea and 
Samaria, so as to maintain the ex- 
isting population ratio between Jows 
and Arabs in the territories. The IDF 
would also remain stationed in the 
territories, he said. 

The Egyptian prime minister 
telephoned Dayan at his hotel at 
about 9:30 Israel time last night and 
invited him to dinner, Israel Radio's 
correspondent, Michael] Limor, 
reported. Dayan accepted the invita- 
tion, and a short time later presented 
himself at Khalil’s room at the Hyatt 
Regency Hotel. 

Entering the hotel, Dayan teld 
waiting reporters: ‘“We have had an 
invitation for dinner — from Khalil 
— and we accepted with pleasure. 
We will even have a drink together 
before dinner.’ Dayan then entered 
the lift him to Khalil’s suite. 

“It's good we’re meeting. There’s 
no reason why we shoukin'’t have a 


meal together when we're in the 
same town,” Khalil sald to Dayan. 

The surprise encounter shook the 

local diplomatic establishment, es- 
pecially the Americans, who had 
followed Vance's instructions in 
making sure that the first meeting in 
the current round of talks would be 
between Dayan and Vance. 

According to Limor. the 
“‘matchmaking"' between Dayan 
and Khalil was performed by Israeli 
journalist Tamar Golan. 

Khalil, who few here on Friday. 
told reporters then that he was op- 
Umistic the meeting would reac- 
tivate peace talks. 

Khalil's first meeting was ; with 
Belgian Foreign Minister Henri 
Simonet, who called on him at his 
hotel. Diplomatic sources sald that 
Simonet informed the Egyptian 
prime minister of the talks he had 
with Dayan, and said the Israelis 
only want “talks about the talks" in 
Brussels. 

Khalil felt three solutions are 
possible, the sources sald: a discus- 
sion on revising the treaty, a discus- 
sion on the interpretive notes to the 
treaty, or restarting the 
negotiations. 

Egypt is in favour of the second 
solution, the sources said. Khalil 
takes the view that the U.S. feels the 
Egyptian interpretations do not in- 
troduce any new conditions into the 
treaty. 

Khalil felt Israel is also worried 
about future oil supplies, especially 
in view of the developments in Iran, 
and would like explicit commitments 
from Egypt on this question. But he 
said that Egypt could not go any 
further than oral commitments, as it 
does not know how its own situation 
is going to develop in comparison 
with the world oil situation, the 
sources sald. 

At a press conference on Thurs- 
day, Dayan said he had no mandate 
to negotiate the outstanding issues. 
He said the purpose of the Brussels 
meeting was limited to discussing 
without preconditions when and at 
what level negotiations could be 
resumed. 

Dayan and Khalil were staying at 
hotels five minutes away from each 
other: but until last night the two ap- 
parently made no attempts to get 
together while awaiting Vance. 

Egyptian sources said that Khalil 
had chosen to stay at the same hotel 
as Vance "for political reasons." 

Dayan, whose hobby is 
archaeology, spent the morning 
visiting the rich collection of an- 
cient Egyptian art in the Brussels 
Cinquantenaire Museum.

Egypt may relent on

As Egypt, Israel and the U.S. 
began their tripartite peace contacts 
in Brussels last night, Cairo in- 
dicated that it was dropping its de- 
mand for changes in the text of the 
draft peace treaty which Israel has 
already endorsed.

Speaking to reporters on Friday, 
Egypt's Acting Foreign Minister 
Butros Ghali said that his govern- 
ment was demanding the following: 
° Interpretative letters — to 
counter the precedence clauses — 
which would state Egypt's commit- 
ment to other Arab countries. "Any 
aggression against any Arab country 
will be considered as aggression 
against Egypt,” will be the substan- 
tive line. ‘'(The precedence clauses 
say the obligation to observe the 
Israel-Arab peace comes before 


these military commitments to other 


Arab states.)

Levy to present cabinet with

‘Peace will bring new era in

* -Peace' will open up a new dimen- 


ing shape during the coming year. 
This is the view of leading European 


and German parliamentarian Erik 


Blumenfeld, who bases his predic- 
tion on recent talks with political and 
industrial leaders in Western 


Europe. 

Answering questions on Friday at 
a luncheon meeting of the Israel 
Management Centre’s “Jerusalem 
Managers Club," Blumenfeld warn- 
ed, however, against negative reac- 
tion towards israel in Western 
Europe should there be a serious and 
prolonged deadlock in the 
negotiations with Egypt. 

Reaction of the ofi-rich Arab coun- 
tries, in the event of a breakdown, is 
very much on the mind of the Huro- 
pean public and the media, he said. 
(The latter are reporting the situa- 
tion far from objectively, he held — 
which was partly Israel’s fault, 
because of its dismal public 
relationa.) 

-Blumenfeld, a leading member of 
the Christian Democratic Union fac- 
tion in the Bundestag, was confident 
however that in the end, responsibili- 
ty would prevail — because petro- 
dollars could not win over feelings 


and moral principles, although some 
political leaders may succumb. 
‘Western Europe had learned: ita 
lesson from the 1973 off embargo; he 
said, arid siow has sufficient fuel 
reserves to last 70 days at full con- 


_ sumption, within which time an oil 


embargo was certain to break. 

As to the future status of 
Jerusalem, Blumenfeld said that the 
German Bundestag's position, based 
on its experience of having Berlin as 
a divided city, was that Jerusalem 
can never again be divided. Some 
new administrative arrangements 
will, however, be needed. 

Although the European Parlia- 
ment had not yet taken a stand on the 
question of Jerusalem, Biumenfeld 
predicted that at least a 60 per cent 
majority would support Germany's 
position. 

With a more decisive phase of the 
peace talks in the offing, the Euro- 
pean Parliament will have to adopt a 
more comprehensive position on 
Israel and Jerusalem than in the 


past. 

Blumenfeld was critical of the 
repeated statements on the Middle 
East by the EEC Council of 
Ministers, which did not take inte ac- 
count the new developments follow- 
ing the Camp David agreements, 

The meeting, at the Jerusalem

Lidsky repeated hia claim that 
Nidam had thought he was smuggl- 
ing only drugs. and not weapons, 
across the Lebanese border. 


The prosecution, however, told the 
court that Nidam was only promised 
that he would not be charged with 
conspiring te plant the bomb in 
Jerusalem. This promise, the 
prosecution noted, had been kept, 
and Nidam is being charged with 
smuggling drugs and explosives into 
Israel, and not with being involved in 
the planned Jerusalem blast. 


The court concurred with the 
prosecution, pointing out that if 
defence counsel believed that the 
deal made with his client had not 
been kept, it was his right to bring 
the matter to the attention of the 
attorney-general. 

‘Nidam pleaded not guilty to the

BANGKOK, Thailend. — Saudi 
Arabia and other Middle Eastern 
nations, which are raking in 
petrodoliars faster than they can 
spend them, are trying to ac- 
complish in five years the kind of ex- 
cellence in sports that took the 
United States and Europe decades to 
develop. 

But after spending milions over 
the past few years, they are now 
beginning to realize that money 
can't buy talent.

Europe: 16 enough for World Cup finals 


BERN (AP). — The European Union 
of Football Associations (UEFA) 
clashed on Friday with the world 
soccer body, FIFA, over a proposal 
to increase the number of countries 
participating in the World Cup finals 
from 16 to 24, 


Writing In the latest official UEFA 
bulletin, the Union's genera} 
secretary, Hans Bangerter, said the 
idea of FIFA president Joao 
Havelange to increase the number of 
final teams “does not correspond 
with the demands” made by the 
various European associations. 


“The overwhelmirig majority of 
European associations has been of 
the opinion that the system of 16 
finalists, as fixed in 1950, should be 


retained,"”’ rter wrote. 

Bangerter added that if FIFA does 
eventually decide to increase the 
number of teams competing in the 
finals — beginning in Madrid in 1982 
— then UEFA would ask for the 
number of teams from Europe to be 
increased proportionally. 

“If the total is raised from 16 to 24, 
Europe wants at jeast 13,"" he said. 
Although there is no specified max- 
imum, European teams normally oc- 
cupy eight or nine World Cup final 
places. In Argentina last summer, 
there were 10. 

The final decision whether or not 
to introduce the new system of 24 
teams will be taken by the FIFA ex- 
ecutive committee at its meeting in 
Zurich next May.

‘HERE is reagon to hope that Mr. Begin wiil make use of the 
lull in the peace negotiations to deal with the problem of 
reshuffling hig Cabinet and at long last filling the place of the 
two ministers — Meir Amit and Yigael Hurwitz — who resigned 


last September. 


‘The general outlines of the reshuffle Mr, Begin has had under 
consideration are clear: Gideon Patt from Housing to Industry 
and Commerce; David Levy from Immigrant Absorption to 
Housing; Absorption to be abolished and its functions 
transferred to the new Immigration and Absorption Authority; 
and an as yet unnamed candidate, or candidates, for Transport 


and Communications. 


The final decision has been put off due to last-minute hitches 
among the Liberal contingent in the Likud, and opposition from 
the National Religious Party. The NRP. is ostensibly objecting 
to the Democratic Party's retaining three Ministers, including 
the Deputy Premiership, for a seven-man Knesset faction, while 
for its twelve-man Knesset bloc, it only has three ministers. 

What the NRP is really after is not one Minister less for the 
DM but one Minister more for itself. ᾿ 

It would indeed be a shame if this mid-term opportunity for a 
Cabinet reshuffle were to be viewed solely in mundane terms of 
politics-as-usual. For the problem is not who will get what 
Ministerial seat in a game of political musical chairs, but rather 
what is to be done about a non-functioning Cabinet. 

For the political manoeuvring has about as much relevance to 
the real problem of the Cabinet’s maifunctioning as Mr. 
Ebrlich's recent proposal to remove housing costs from the 
Cost-of-Living Index has to the problem of fighting inflation. 

Part of the difficulty is Mr. Hhrlich. For there is a glaring dis- 
crepancy, that can no longer be hidden, between his position of 
supremacy in the Liberal Party and his failure to establish 
himself as the economic overlord, which is the first requisite for 
turning around an economy gone out of control. 

The failings that characterize the Government's performance 
in domestic affaira are not, of course, entirely of Mr. Ehrlich's 
making. But neither can he be accused of bringing a sense of 


coherence or leadership to counter the naturally chaotic tenden- 


cies of Israeli political and economic feudalism. 

The Prime Minister would be better served by an infusion of 
new blood into his Cabinet to deal with the domestic problems. 
But the Likud’s best talents, after many years out of power, are 


busy with their private interesta and not clamouring to enter - 
public service. And with regard 


to Mr. Ehrlich, the Prime 


Minister is wholly dependent on him to-keep the Liberal Party 
on course in the coalition, so that Mr. Begin cannot contemplate 


any change. 


Tt is likely, therefore, that instead of using the present situa- 
tion to overhaul his Cabinet in order to get better performance, 
Mr. Begin will simply resort to personal rearrangements in 
order to fill the vacant slots. But this will not make the real 


problems go away. ©

But the nature of the autonomy is 
the main source of contention. For if 
ithe Israeli autonomy plan is thought 
operable, why the quibbling over the 
linkage timetabie for its implemen- 
tation? Because the problem is not 
one of timing but of substance. In the 
past, when the “fig leaf” 
(that Sadat merely wanted the right 
words to protect himself from Arab 
Rejectionist charges of a sell-out and 
separate peace) held sway, the 
linkage-timetable factor could be 
played down. However, with no 
quick conclusion to the peace 
negotiations, Sadat’s hand was ex- 
posed — namely, that peace with 
Israel is dependent on a “‘com- 
prehensive" settlement, particular- 
ly West Bank-Gaza self-rule. 

Negotiations continued long 
enough to allow for public 
statements by Israeli spokesmen on 
the nature of the envisaged 
autonomy; for escalating attacks on 
the autonomy plan by increasingly 
vociferous West Bank leaders; for 
the convening of the Baghdad 
meeting; and for more Saudi Ara- 
bian vacillation. The submerged 
autonomy problem surfaced, as it
